Sir: : 

I write this letter to you to say some things which are in the 
minds of a, great. many people im the United, States today. 

Our country. is, engaged in, an. undeclared. war with international 
communism, the results of which can be just as deadly and just as 
Sinal as if it were an all-out shooting war. Our enemy, Russia, has 
xepeatedly. stated her objective -is to win this war, destroy the United 
States of America and: conquer the world. 

f A review, of, the progress of this war against communism shows 
that the, United, States is. losing. this conflict. The. people of the United 


States. are. dissatisfied with the conduct of this, war and are frightened . 


as to its outcome. The weak, compromising. and cowardly foreign 

policy paruen by our government over the last fifteen years is re- 

@ponsible for the condition we find our country in today. 

As the-people see it and as results show this is the foreign policy 

of the United; States of America: 

(a) Not to win the war against communism but to co-exist with 
and to, get along with it—to tolerate communism as a necessary 
evil which we are. unwilling to destroy. 

(b) When confronted by a crisis.brought on by communism in any 
part of the world the standard procedure of our governs 
ment is to: i 

1, Wait as long as possible before. acting. 

2. Take no positive action until forced to do so by publie 
pressure. 

3. Then to do as little as possibie—just enough to quiet 
the people. 

4. When time passes and the people forget—go back to the 
same condition as existed before the crisis. 

5. But in all cases never carry through to a complete and 
victorious conclusion. 

6. When Russia.is down—go to her aid. Help her to get 
back on her feet so she can take up her fight against us 
~—hut never let her fall because then we might win the 
war which is the Jast thing our State Department would 
want. Our plan is to co-exist but never to win. 


(c) Every action and all decisions of our government in dealing ` 
with, communism. is built around the word “FEAR”, In every | 


crisis manufactured by world communism our State Departe 
ment is governed by Fear. 


They will: Take any insult — Submit to public humiliation — 


See our flag spit on by communist mobs — Overlook the 
murder of our soldiers and citizens. But they never-never 
wijl, do, anything to make the communists: mad, They juat 
stand and take their ingulia like scared rabbite, 

fhis policy is a sad departure from the past courageous poe 
sition which made our country great, 

(d) The most damaging plank in the State Department's foreign 
policy is their gift of respectability to Khrushchev. Our 
country deliberately built Khrushchev. up in the eyes of the 
world as a respectable man knowing full well he was not 
respectable. We gave Khrushchev the one thing ke had to have 
in. erder to be a world leader and to be effective as captain 
of the forces dedicated to our destruction —that one thing 
was respectability. This was a completely unnecessary and 
dishonest thing for us to do, It was, betrayal not only of this 
country, but of the people of the entice world who scccmae

consorting ani CAmPrOmINDE with it. This cannot he done: 
If you, embrace evil you wall he oyercome by evil. God will

You, yourself, proclaim him ta be a 
man of peace —when he is not a man of peace—he is a 
man of war, vigorously pursuing war all over the world—

To me, it is utterly fantastic that the great United States 
would sink so low as to allow the dictators of Russia to frighten us so 
badly that we won’t avenge the death of our own men. The best we 
can do is to send polite notes to Russia saying “We are unhappy about 
it. Please don’t do it again.” `’ - -
